accept it. Patterson said the not­ 
ice was left on a desk in Garri­ 
son’s office. 


In November the board voted

amounts but later decided to put 
them in resolution form at the 
December 
meeting held 
yester­ 
day. 
The new 
vote 
and 
resolution 
eame also after Attorney General 
Latham Castle gave an opinion 
that the board had the power to 
raise the bond. This opinion came 
after Castle’s office was notified 
that Garrison had been 
indicted 
on charges of embezzling $4,400 
In county funds. 
The resolution was accompan­ 
ied by a notice to Garrison, 
to 
notify 
him that 
the additional 
bonds had been voted. 
Accord­ 
ing to Castle, the Illinois Revised 
itatutes provide that the office 
can be vacated if the bond is not 
provided in ten days. 


Approve Budget 


The resolution set for the rea­ 
sons it was asking for the addi­ 
tional bond.

$5,000; two auditing 
firms have 
audited 
his books and 
reported 
he is short several thousand dol­

eently made settlement with the 
county clerk and turned over to 
him 
approximately 
$36,000 
of 
county funds; Garrison is custod­ 
ian of several thousand dollars of 
municipal retirement funds of the 
county and is under no bonds for 
the funds. 
The board spent most of yester 
day afternoon going over the new 
annual budget and appropriation 
ordinance and levy, Which they 
passed then approved the claims 
for the month.

Despite vigorous official effort to the contrary, 
I 
Illinois 
good time during this 
citizens will kill themselves having 
Holiday Season. 
Last year’s '“Black Christmas” will long be remembered 
as the most tragic on record when 63 Illinois citizens met 
violent death on the highway. As we approach another long 
holiday week end, traffic supervision agencies on all levels 
of government are working hard to bring about a successful 
enforcement program aimed at pushing the death toll down. 
Earlier this week, Governor William G. Stratton talked 
with district officers of the state police to bring about the 
ultimate concentration of men at dangerous and critical areas. 
He also urged other agencies to “Back the Attack on Illi­ 
nois Traffic Accidents,” concentrating on excessive speed and 
drinking drivers, to save lives. 
Voluntary compliance with a 
practical speed limit and severe punishment for intoxicated 
motorists were just two of the recommendations offered by 
Stratton. 
A record number of men will patrol the roads for both 
Christmas and New Year holidays as the nation swings into two 
of the longest holiday periods in recent years. Friday evening 
through Tuesday midnight on both upcoming week ends pre­ 
sents a challenge to .state motorists. 
Each person is urged to voluntarily reduce speed, even 
when out on the open road and especially in traffic congested 
areas. Drinking and driving is senseless under any conditions. 
Strict obedience to traffic laws and signs and a patient and 
courteous attitude will save a life.

But even with these elaborate preparations ana sugges­ 
tions, the expected toll is a shameful reflection on modern-day 
society w'hich continues to insist upon the privilege to do as 
they please in choosing violent death on the highways as the 
most successful means of snuffing out lives when “Peace on 
Earth, Good Will Toward Men” is the dedicated theme of holi­ 
day joy. 
Families will suffer as more people die. 
Christmas sea­ 
sonal joy and warmth will pale in the hearts and minds of many 
who will always remember it only as another milestone in 
marking the tragic passing of a loved one.

Montgomery, Ala., Buses 


MONTGOMERY, Ala. Ofl-Racial 
segregation on city buses came to 
an end today here where a year­ 
long boycott by Negroes won them 
equal seating facilities with whites 
for the first time in the deep South. 
All was peace and quiet in the 
first hours, after the local buses 
began their morning runs. Negroes 
were exhorted by their leaders to 
refrain from touching off an in­ 
cident that could explode into fresh 
racial violence. 
Since the boycott started last 
Dec. 7—following the arrest of a 
Negro woman for sitting in the

numerous 
incidents 
have

racial tension alive here. 
Teams of Negro ministers, work­ 
ing in pairs, rode the buses on 
front side seats to symbolize the 
end of the long fight to win seat­ 
ing facilities on a first-come, first 
served basis. 
The few white passengers noticed 
by reporters who were riding the 
early routes did not interfere with 
the arrangement, nor did most 
seem to be much interested. One 
was heard to mutter to the driver, 
however, that “this is only a test 
case.” 
The “test case” went to the 
U. S. Supreme Court which last 
week formally turned down the 
city’s appeal of a previous de­ 
cision that the buses could not be 
segregated. Orders to lifttthe bar­ 
riers were received here Thursday 
and the Negroes wasted no time 
starting to enjoy their new-won 
privileges. 
The Rev. Martin Luther King, 
whose church is a block from the 
State Capitol and leader of the 
boycott, was among the first Ne­ 
groes to board a bus. He caught 
one that passed his home at 309 
S. Jackson St. and rode it down­ 
town. He sat in front. 
At the bigger bus stops where 
crowds of both white and Negroes 
gathered the Negroes kept to them­ 
selves before boarding the buses. 
Negro leaders had warned the side­ 
walks have not yet been “desegre­ 
gated.”

Navy Pilot Flying 
World's Fastest 
Fighter is Killed

A series of plane mishaps have 
killed the president of a steel com­ 
pany and two 
crewmen whose 
plane crashed in central Pennsyl­ 
vania and a Navy pilot flying a jet 
believed to be the world’s fastest 
fighter. 
At least six persons were killed 
In plane wrecks, and two other air­ 
craft were reported missing. Other 
victims included an Air Force of­ 
ficer and a civilian pilot. 
Among the victims was Lt. Rob­ 
ert D. Roth, 28, Linwood, N. J., 
whose F8U jet fighter, said to be 
the 
world’s fastest, 
burst into 
flames and crashed in a wooded 
area near Laureldale, N. J. 
Steel Man Killed 
Roth had taken off from the 
nearby Pomona Naval Air Station 
about an hour before his jet crash­ 
ed. 
Killed when their plane crashed 
and exploded near Tyrone, Pa., 
Thursday 
night were 
Alden G. 
Roach, San Francisco, president of 
Columbia-Geneva Steel Co.; 
Roy 
Hollo, San Francisco, the pilot, 
and the co-pilot, whose identity 
was not immediately determined. 
A U. S. Steel Corp spokesman 
said Roach had taken off from 
Pittsburgh following a conference 
with U. S. Steel officials. Columbia- 
Geneva is a subsidiary of U. S. 
Steel. 
Killed in C45 Crash 
An Air Force pilot was killed 
when a twin-engine C45 crashed 
and burned in timberland north of 
Millinocket, Me., Thursday night. 
The victim was Capt. Campbell 
M. Potter, 31, Livingston, N. J., at­ 
tached to the 42nd Bombardment 
Wing at Loring Air Force Base in 
Limestone, Me. The co-pilot, 1st 
Lt. Donald N. Stacey, 24, Tulsa, 
Okla., escaped from the wreckage. 
A Columbus, Ohio, pilot, Thomas 
Warren, 41, was killed late Thurs­ 
day when his private plane devel­ 
oped engine trouble and crashed 
shortly after take-off from Owosso, 
Mich., Airport near Detroit. 
The plane exploded when it hit 
the ground about 1,000 yards from 
the city limits. 
Jet Trainer Missing 
A T33 jet trainer was missing 
near Valparaiso, Fla , with two 
men aboard. 
Planes from Ala­ 
bama, Florida, Georgia and South 
Carolina searched for the plane, 
which was on a routine training 
flight from Eglin Air Force Base, 
Fla., to Shaw AFB, Sumter, S. C. 
The occupants of the plane were 
identified as Lt. Cornelius E. Van 
Vlymen, 25, Parm a, Ohio, and War­ 
rant Officer William L. Rea, 42, 
Los Altos, Calif. 
Also in Iowa, an F86 jet pilot 
sent a final Christmas radio mes­ 
sage and then bailed out of his 
plane near Perry when it ran out 
of fuel. 
The pilot, identified only as a 
Capt. Geisel, landed unhurt on a 
farm field. 
“ Merry Christmas, everybody, 
I’m getting out,” he told the Des 
Moines control tower shortly before 
jumping.

WASHINGTON W — The cost 
of living climbed to a new record 
high 
last month, 
bringing 
pay 
hikes of I to 3 cents an hour for 
almost 900,000 workers, the gov­ 
ernment reported today. 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics’ 
consumer price index rose by one- 
tenth of I per cent to 117.8 per 
cent of 
average 
1947-49 prices. 
The index has climbed to pew rec­ 
ords in five»of the last six months. 
The increase was due mainly to 
higher prices for new cars, fuels, 
services, and house furnishings. 
The increase means that about 
700,000 workers in the steel, steel 
fabricating, aluminum and can in­ 
dustries will get pay hikes of about 
3 cents an hour on Jan. I under 
wage contracts 
geared to 
rising 
living costs. Another 200,000 work­ 
ers in meat packing and aircraft 
industries will get pay hikes esti­ 
mated roughly at I to 2 cents an 
hour,
